Their successors, except 
to Qenend Lee, have been elected, but 
as tb» clerk has not received the proper 
certificates of their election their names 
are not on the roll, and they will not 
participate in the organization of the 
house, except, poKsibly, in the caae of 
the New York inemlx>rs. the board of 
state canvassera having e.xi>edited the 
canvaHS as to their elwtion. 

Tbe next thing in order i.s the elet-tion 
of a Bi)eaker. Whether tlie drawing for 
seatH will occur whi'u the s{x'akei shii) 
miestion is settled has uut been deter- 
mined, but the chances aie that every- 
thing will be had until the organisation 
is perfected. 

The president's messa.ie will not l)e 
i-ead in the house until Tiisday, and an 
a<ljounnnent will follow until Thnr.s- 
daj'.

It has been a very difficult miriter for 
those who have called on the president 
singlv or in number* to arrive at any 
ooncliudon aa to what was oooapyisg his 
mind, or wLat he intended to do. Some 
who are adepts in character reading, and 
who are familiar with President Har- 
rison, bare essayed to arrive at ooncln- 
sions in theii own minds that he would 
do this thing or fail to do that. 

The process by which these imaginary' 
or real conclusions have been reache I 
are interesting. It is said that President 
Harrison can never b* OtaMl^t off his 
guard, and that he never miMCes a care- 
less observation, even plajfolly. Those 
who have tried to Monoile tiieir own

S. i 1 i iille. a pioneer citizen and one 
of the leading fruit-growers of this (.I»»f- 
fersonicounty. estimates the total cr<)p 
of the grent apple belt of southeni Indi- 
ana at 250,1)00 barrels, and the }-ield of 
Jeflei-son <i)unty alone, the lianner 
county in tiiis (juarter of the state, at 
50,000 bushels. During an interview 
with the genilenian by a correspondent it 
was learned that the crop of apples for 
1801 was nearest to a ftiU one that was 
ever before raised in this Mctiou, and 
the (piality nnsnrpa-ssed as to every 
known variety. The gentleman statec 
that the attention of farmers is being di- 
rected more than ever Is'fore to fruit 
culture in this section, esi>ecially to the 
raising of apples and peaches, for wbieh' 
both soil and dimoM efem tttbea^M* 
cially adapted. 

Many thousands of new trees have 
been set out, and future crops— peache< 
particularly — will be largel^y- augmented. 
In the matter of peach-raising, tbe yield 
in Jefferson county for the season of '91 
exceeded that of any other county in 
this quarter of the state, and averaged, 
in the opinion of good ji\dges, upwards 
of 250.000 crates. Nearly a quarter of a 
million crates were shipped from Madi- 
son alone. 

Among tlie leading oix-hards here are 
the Argus Dean, covering 4.000 acres of 
land, and contabiing more than 1%,U00 
bearing trees: the John B. Boss atmKtd, 
which embraces a still greater tract of 
land, and includes a much laiyer num- 
ber of trees, and many others ot minor 
size, containing from 1,000 to 8,000 trees 
each. 

The average life of an apple tree is 
from thirtv to thirty-five years, and ths 
average yield of a full grown tree from 
three to five bmrels. A tree in thin 
ooimty, that was set out exactly forty 
jean ago, vielded this fall the enormoni 
quantity of twenty-two barrels.

Further .^ccoiiiit of the (ireat 1)1 .a^lt-r ai 
Taken rum a Japanrite Paper. 

Sa« Francisco, Dec. 7.— Japimese 
papers are filled with further details of 
ths great earthquake. The loss of life 
is less than first reported, but the de> 
struction of property and misery of sur- 
vivors has not oeen exaggerate<l. The 
Japan (iazette says: Information grow.^ 
more pitiful and serious a.s time goes on. 
Ibiragh it is now more than a week 
race the earthquake, bodies are atill be- 
ingreoovered. 

The worst was not discovered until 
yesterday, for it has been found that tl s 
most awf til results of the visitation were 
experienced in Neo valley, Gifu-Ken. 
Hare a subsidence of the ground took 
plaee to the depth of thirty feet The 
ancient temple of Saikoji, at Mu/uton. 
sank up to its roof and all the houses 
are described as looking a.s if giam 
hands had crushed them into the eurt . 
Two hundred crushed bodies had Wti 
taken out at this place up to Nov* tji)>er. 
Twenty villages have entirely disaji 
peared. 

A visitor to (Jifu wiys: Passing 
through this valley of death one (.x>mes 
upon ruins of Ichinouiuja, f(n-uierly a 
town of 10,000 ix'oiile. now utterly de 
stroyed. Further on Ka.sHnnit.su, once 
a flourishing town, but not ii vistige is 
left save broken tiles. Tlie whole town 
was shakeii down in an in.siant and then 
flaiuts burst forth so that ;:0U wounded 
perished miserably by fire.

The question us to whether the citizens 
of the Sixth ward shall vote for general 
ofticen at the regular election in January 
was brought up and discu.'jsed at some 
length. It was a knotty problem. All 
were anxiouH that the privilege be 
granted, but the act authorizing the con- 
solidation contained no provi.Mions cover- 
ing the case. It waa finally moved that 
said citizens be allowed to vote for gen- 
eral officers at the said election, but the 
motion was lost. 

An ordinance was then passed ordering 
a .special election In be held in the Sixth 
ward on Monday, January 4th, 1802, to 
chose, two CoQQcilmen one to ser>'e 
three years and the other two year>;, the 
candidate receiving tlio highest number 
of votes to serve three years and the oan- 
ilidate iccoiving the next highent num- 
ber of votes to serve two years.

An ordinance was read fixing the 
salary of the Marshal and Deputy Mar- 
shals. It was moved that the salary of 
the Deputies be fixed at ISO a month and 
that of the Marshal at ?7') per month. 
The motion was lost. It was moved that 
the salary of the City Marshal be fixed at 

$7"> per month and thc motioti i :irried. 
Thc action on the first motion as to the 
Deputy Marshals was then Teconsidered 
and a motidn v>ah again made to fix the 
salary of the Deputies at $oO per month. 
The motion carried, the President cast- 
ing the deciding vote. The ordinance 
was then ]>assed, under a suspension of 
the rules. The ordinance goes into eflfect 
January Ist, 1892. The Marshal in addi- 
tion to the salary fixed will receive his 
commisHion.s from the collei tion of de- 
linquent taxes, fines and old bonds, and 
his costs in criminal eases where they 

are paid, but he will not get the cnHts 
where they are worked out. The Mar- 
shal-has heretofore been getting house 

rent, fuel, gas and water free, but he will 
not be allowed these after .January Ist, 
18!>'J. 

The Council adjourned until Tuesday 
evening, December 8th.

Paris, Dec. 7. — A fearful disaster is 
reported from the St. Eticnne coal field 
in the southwest of Frunce. While

death of at least sixty. The first notice 
that the people outoide the pit had of 
th« disaster was a rtimhling sound, foh 
lowed by smoke and flame ruHhiiij^ from 
the mouth of the pit. As soon as i)o(»si- 
We men deKcciidcd to the re8<!ue, while 
hundreds of wojin ii and children gath- 
ered arouud the Queuing, shrieked and 
-wuilfd m iiKony for the fathers and 
brotherw Inflow. 

The rescnuTf* rejxirt^d to have found 
all doatl, but twenty wlni had been in 
the workiiijjs where the i'X|il()Hion did 
■ot have it* full effect. The scene, 
tlie bodien were brought up, was terri- 
ble. Women fell on trw Iwdies of their 
rslativee and <>t)nld not be torn away, 
and loud iin])re('atu)n.s were uttered 
aKaiust the ofiirials whose neglect was 
bald respou.sible for the oilaniit}'.
